The $53,800,000 na- 


val air base bill sped for- 
ward in congress today 
new evidence of 
nation to bolster 
defense. 


Speaker Bankhead and 


•Representative Rayburn of Texas, 
the house majority leader, announc- 
ed the house would devote tomor- 
row and Wednesday to considera- 
tion of tho legislation. They acted 
after the rules committee voted 
iwianimously to ask the house to 
q£art voting after six hours of gen- 
eral debate* 


Senator Nye (R-ND) proposed 


meanwhile to write Into law army 
•and navy regulations against re- 
lease of military aircraft to foreign 
governments. 


Chairman Vinson (D-Ga) of the 
naval committee and Rep. Maas 
(R-Minn) ranking minority mem- 
ber, said they would grant "ample 
time" for arguments of opponents 
of the $5,000,000 Item for develop- 
ing a seaplane harbor at Guam. 
Presidential hints of threatening 
developments abroad acted as a 
damper on congressional contro- 
versy over American foreign policy, 
but there was no doubt the Guam 
project wouFd be criticized. 
Vinson told the rules committee 
the Guam Item was the only con- 
troversial section of the 11-alr base 
program. 


The Japanese press has looked 
with disfavor on any proposal to 
strengthen this far-Pacific outpost 
of tho United States and critics of 
this country have declared It would 
be provocative to do so, 
Conference Reported Due 
Bankhead and Rayburn said a 
senate-house conference report on 
the first deficiency bill will come 
up Thursday, and debate will begin 
<PrJday cti tke- annual treasuiy- 
postot'fice appropriation bill. 
Three Florida democrats—Senat- 
or Andrews and Representatives 
Peterson end Cannon—testified be- 
fore the house ways and means 
committee in behalf of the Town- 
send old age pension bill. 
Pensions based on the Townsend 
idea, they declared, would provide 
for old people, open up new jobs 
tor younger ones, and help prevent 
juvenile 
crime by keeping chil- 
dren In school.

confirmation by the senate. 


Aa last week's legislative ses- 


sion ended, there waa a great up- 
roar in the senate from certain 
senators from East Texas because 
the governor had appointed Hunt- 
er, whose home is at Abilene in 
West Texas, instead of an East 
Texan. 


The senate committee on govern- 


or's nominations is expected 
to 
make an early report on the nom- 
ination of Hunter. 


Chairman of the committee Is 
Senator Allan Shivers of Port Ar- 
thur, one of the group which cas- 
tigated the appointment of Hunt- 
er. 
Senator John R. Redditt of 


Lufkin, another who denounced 
the selection, is a committee mem- 
ber. 


Committee Action Not Final. 
Action of the committee- Is not, 


however, 
always 
Indicative 
of 


what the senate may do with an 
appointment. 
Both Collins 
and 


Smith were recommended by the 
committee and turned down by 
the senate. 


For 
the confirmation 
a two- 
thirds majority

WILD DASH OF RUNAWAY FREIGHT 
LOCOMOTIVE ENDS IN DEATH FOR

Kilted late Saturday night in 
the weird accident on the Great 
Western Line near here were Hen- 
ry Miller, engineer, and A. D. Sell- 
ers, fireman, both of Clarion, la,, 
and both on the passenger engine. 


Vrfl 
The freight locomotive got away 


from its crew while switching 
ars near Tennant, la., four miles 
}rom the scene of the impact. A 
team pipe burst, Fireman 
Ed 
Sharp related, while he was ad- 
justing 
the automatic 
stoker. 
Sharp said he was forced from 
the cab by escaping steam. John 
.Anderson,, the engineer, was trap- 
/tfjed and critically burned, 
\-M The fireman said ho returned 
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to the cab and dragged the en- 
gineer to safety before the back- 
Ing train orashed Into some other 
cars. 


This impact, Sharp continued, 
derailed five cars and apparently 
'olted back the reverse bar and 
ammed the throttle at full speed 
ahead. 


While the trainmen stood help- 
lessly by, the wild engine roared 
by them, picked up a car of corn 
on the main 
track and 
aped 


through the darkness to meet the 
oncoming passenger train. 


Officials estimated that the lo- 


comotive, Its light blotted out by 
the corn car, was going 50 miles 
an hour when it rammed Into the 
passenger train. 


Besides Anderson, two others 
were injured critically. They are 
Walter I. Taylor of Minneapolis, 
Minn., negro porter, and James 
Connors, Council BluffB, Iowa, paa- 
•eng«r braksman.

>vous descriptions, federal, state, mu- 
nicipal, utility, railroad and other 
corporations. 


They also own great tracts of

lands,

mortgages. 


In the last four years, insur- 
ance companies are said to have 
bought two billion dollars worth 
of private securities. 
It was a field of investment 
outside the limits patrolled by th«

made her first major move to- 
day In tho dispute with Italy over 
the East African possession of 
Somallland by re-occupying 12 1-2 
miles of coastline and 308.8 square 
miles of hinterland ceded to Ita'.y 
In 1935, 
Fixed garrisons 
wore 
estab- 
lished at vital points In tho terri- 
tory which 
Is between French 
Somallland and Italian Eritrea. 
There was no opposition be- 
cause Italy never moved In troops 
to take over tho area. 
Tho. zone, which lies north of 
Djibouti, runs from 
Der 
Eloua 
north to Ras Doumolra and ex- 
tends inland to Daadato on the 
Welma river. 
It faces directly on the straight 
of Bab-el-Manded, the strategic, 
narrow passageway through which 
shipping must go between the 
Red Sea and Gulf of Aden. 
Tho French maintained today's 
occupation merely replaced with 
fixed garrisons

the right to the territory by 
falling to occupy It and by the 
Dec. 22 denunciation of the Jan 
7, 1935 pact which gave the zone 
to Italy.

Bad debts constitute a consld 


orablo item in the returns of man 
axpayors and may be treated 1 
one or two ways—either by de 
ductlon from gross Income in re 
spect to debts ascertained to b 
worthless either In whole or 1 
part, or by a deduction of 
reasonable addition to a resorv 
for bad debts. 
Taxpayers wer 


given on option for 1921 to setec 
either of tho two methods. 
The 


methods used In the return for 
1921 must be used 
In returns 


for subsequent years unless per- 
mission is granted by the Commis- 
sioner 
of 
Internal 
revenue 
to 


change to the other method. Ap- 
plication to change must be hade 
at least 30 days prior to the close 
of the taxable year for which 
the change is to be effective. How- 
ever, a taxpayer filing a first re- 
turn in 1938 may select either of 
the two methods, subject to the 
approval of the Commissioner up- 
on examination 
of 
the return. 
Permission to adopt tho reserve 
method is limited to taxpayers 
having a large number of ac- 
counts where credit is extended 
over a considerable 
period 
of 
time. It is not granted for the 
purpose of handling one specific 
debt. 


What constitutes a "reasonable 


addition" to reserve for bad' debts 
must be determined in the light 
of the facts, and will vary as 
between classes of business and 
with conditions of business pros- 
perity. It will depend primarily 
upon the total amount of debts 
outstanding as of the close of the 
taxable year, those arising cur- 
rently as well as those arising 
In prior taxable years, and the 
total amount of the existing re- 
serve.

from gross income, a bad debt 
must have been determined by 
the taxpayer to be worthless with- 
in the taxable year for which 
It Is claimed and, where books 
are kept, It also must have boon 
charged off within

year. The necessity for this pro- 
vision Is obvious. If a debt could 
bo deducted without tho require- 
ment that It bo charged off the 
taxpayer's books, tho certainty of 
Its worthlessness would be open 
to question, Neither the taxpayer 
nor the Government could be cer- 
tain that a debt would not be 
claimed more than once. 


If a bad debt were allowed as 


a deduction without regard to the 
year when It became worthless, 
such charges could be accumu- 
lated to be deducted In a year 
when there was a large Income. 
The burden Is upon the taxpay- 


er to show that a debt claimed 
as a deduction was without value 
during tho taxable year. A state- 
ment should be attached to tho 
return showing the propriety of 
any deduction for bad debts. If 
In the exercise of sound business 
judgment a taxpayer concludes, 
after making every reasonable ef- 
fort to determine whether there 
Is likelihood of recovery, that the 
debt Is of no value, deduction tor 
such debt Is allowable. Court ac- 
tion as proof that tho debt 
Is 


worthless'Is not essential. 
It Is optional with the taxpay^ 


er, In a year prior to that in 
which a debt becomes 
wholly 


worthless, to take a deduction for 
partial loss If partial worthless- 
ness occurs.

the buying public. Price-fixing laws, like the valorization schemes 
that various nations have tried, throw the economic system out of 
balance and harm more persons than they benefit. Eventually, 
like money inflation, they bring disaster. 


We have mentioned here but two of the bills in mind. You 


know the others, and their purpose: The barber bill, the optorn- 
etry bill which forbids price advertising or the operating of an 
optometry department by stores', and the remainder of the list. 


Gentlemen of the Legislature, we urge you to put the interest 


of the 7,000,000 Texas consumers first, to pigeonhole class meas- 
ures and to pass only those laws which will benefit the people of 
the state as a whole—or, at least, to pass none which will penalize 
the mass for the benefit of a few.
